JAPS PERSECUTE 
KOREANS, CHURCH 
STATEMENT SAYS 


Presbyterian Headquarters 


Issues Report On Al- 


leged Atrocities. 


Tells How Christians Were 


Driven Into Churches 


and Burned Alive. 


New York, iul\ U — A report of al- 


eged Japanese atmi lues in Korea was 
made public toda\ ,it the headquarters 
of tho Presbyterian church In America. 
I1 IH a result of Inv < sfigations by repre- 
ientatives In Kwrea of the church follow- 
ng the improiBon merit of some of its 
mssionaries by tho Japanese authorities. 
The information fiom Korea was there 
raremitted by audi moans that it es 
caped the Japanese censors. 


The report which is several thousand 


worclt. in length is described by the 
Presbyterian in its introduction to the 


resentment as follows 
"The American papers are already 


'ull to overflowing with the reports of 
atrocities in 
Korea . . . Knowing 


hat another Belgium is on the world's 
lands it becomes necessary that the 
'acts be stated b\ someone and that 


** be held to form the basis of con- 


structive reformation later on. 
This 


.illicit is written with this idea in mind. 
' What is reported here can be dupli 


cated in score* of places in Korea and 
borne of the reproth thus far received 
die even more harrowing than the ones 
we report. But ai= they have not been 
definitely established by competent wit 
nessen we omit them but confine our- 
serves strictly to incidents which die 
tnow n beyond the shadow of a doubt to 
be true. 


"Many of these reports are repulsive 


n tin: extreme anrl our readers blood 
will boil indignation as ours has who 
mve never witnessed these things. 
We . . . leave the facts to convey 
their own lesson." 


Hundreds of Koreans who had profess- 


ed Christianity are said to have been 
driven by Japanoe gendarmes at the 
[joint of bayonets into churches, there to 
be fired upon through open windows 
as they huddled in terror, and later to 
perish in the flames as the places ot 
worship were put to the torch. 
Most 


of these victims, It is narrated, were 
men. 
Surviving, women 'tfnd children 
were left in dftdtutton. 


A signed statement by an American 
resident in Korea, dated April 22, 1919, 
said that "the examination of women 
who hav» been arrested-for their activ- 
ity m the independence movement is 
the most disgraceful and humiliating 
possible. 


Respectable women in one part of 
Korea were not safe in their homes 


uring the dav, the report continues, 


and so were forced to spend most of 
their time, as refugees in the hills, re- 
turning to their homes at night.

DECLARES REPEAL MEANS 


GREAT ECONOMIC LOSS 


Says Competent Men Urged 


Act After a Careful 


Study of Benefits. 


Washington, July 12—President Wil- 


son today blocked the repeal of the 
daylight saving law by vetoeinK th* 
agriculture appropriation bill carrying 
a rider for that purpose, and at the 
same time vetoed the sundry civil ap- 
propriation bill because it would limit 
the appropriation of th* money for 
the rehabiliatms and training of dis- 
abled soldiers 


Both important supply bllla, carry- 


ing millions of dollars urgently needed 
In government activities and already 
long delayed by failure in the last con- 
gress must now be repaseed ^without 
the features to which the president ob- 
jected or repassed in present form ove*- 
his veto by a two thirds vote in both 
houses which today seemed unlikely. 


At the sawie time, however, the pres- 


ident signed the Indian bill, the reso- 
lution authorizing New York and New 
Jersey to arrange for a vehicular tun 
nel under the Hudson river and vari- 
ous miner measures 


In regard to the agricultural bill the 


president sent the following communi- 
cation to the house of representatives: 


"I realize, of course, the grave in- 


convenience which may arise from the 
postponement of the legislation at this 
time but feel obliged to withhold my 
signature because of the clause which 
provides at 'at and after 24>'clock a.m. 
on Sunday, October 26. 1919. next the 
act entitled an act to save daylight and 
to provide standard time for the United 
States' approved March 19. 1918. be, 
and the same hereby is repealed," 


"I believ c th,it the repc.il of the act 


referred to would be of vcr> great in 
convenience to the country. and I think 
that I am justified in saving that it 
would constitute something more than 
an inconvience 
It would involve A

March 19. 1919. to "save daylight* re- 
sulted not only from a careful stuSjr Of. 
industrial conditions by competent men 
familiar with the business operations 
of the country, but also from observa- 
tion of the happy and beneficial coiwe-.

not long ago completed a chart that 
shows all the wires used in the land 
service of the company.

about 1,000,000 miles of wires In all. 
Each wire Is represented by a line on 
the chart, and a number, with figures te 
indicate the material and the gauge. 
The chart also ehows the route ot 
every cut-in, whether It Is for opera- 
tion or for testing. Besides that, the 
map shows the cross connections be* 
tween the rarioua wires In each office, 
and even the office assignments of the 
various circuits. 


The chart cover* 70 shefcta, each 


three feet by fire. If mounted edg« 
to edge it would form one, map 27 
feet high and 65 feet long. In order 
to handle the record conveniently, the 
sheets are mounted In steel frame pan- 
els that swing like the leaves of a 
gigantic book. It is said that thl» 
chart is the first single comprehensive 
record of the material, the ai»e, the 
position and the purpose of every wire 
operated by the Western Union Tele- 
graph company. Having «ich a record 
has already saved thousands of dol- 
lars that might have been spent in 
construction work had not the chart 
shown an alternative scheme that wai 
better.
